Guinea pigs were used to study a vaccine to prevent Herpes simplex Type 1 and Type 2 infections. 
Depending on the stage of the study Guinea Pigs are infected before or after vaccination. Those 
infected after vaccination serve to determine if the vaccine can prevent infection. Those infected 
prior to vaccination serve to determine if the vaccine can prevent reactivation of the virus during 
latent infection. No drugs can be administered that might alter the course of infection which would 
confound interpretation of vaccine efficacy. Most animals infected do not show overt clinical signs. 
However, in the event animals demonstrate severe neurologic signs animals are humanely 
euthanatized. Death is not an endpoint in this study.

Clinical signs of disease, while mild, are a significant indicator of disease course. NSAIDs and other 
pain relieving medications would alter not only the clinical signs but would alter the course of disease 
viral spread and would thus impact the outcome of the vaccine studies. A strong vaccine titer does 
not always predict vaccine efficacy.

4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress, including reason(s) 
for species selected. 

Rabbits are used in this study focusing on enhancing regeneration of 
corneal nerves damaged after corneal surgery. In this study rabbits undergo 
an 8 mm corneal dissection to sever sensory nerves. The surgery is 
performed under ketamine/ xylazine, proparacaine anesthesia. 

Moxifloxacin ophthalmic drops are given after surgery for infection 
prophylaxis. Rabbits are used for because they are a good model for 
corneal wound healing studies and the principal Investigator has extensive 
experience with this model. 


5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. 

State methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress 
relief would interfere with test results. 

Ketamine/ xylazine and proparacaine are used intra-op for anesthesia and analgesia. Post op 
analgesics cannot be used because they will interfere with the action of the experimental drug in 
wound healing and nerve regeneration. The animals are checked twice daily and are also 
closely observed by the clinical veterinarian. Standard veterinary nursing care is provided, and 
if infection or excessive pain occurs the animal is treated or euthanized if necessary. 
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lACUC Approved Exceptions to the Animal Welfare Regulations and Standards 

1. Title and Section of Animal Welfare regulations for which an ACUC-approved exception was 
granted: Section 3.81 Environment enhancement to promote psychological well-being. 

Description of and rationale for ACUC-approved exception: there are 5 lACUC approved 
conditions where animals have been housed singly: 

1) Animals participating in vaccine studies, where model development requires infection or 
efficacy is tested by challenging with live virus or bacteria. The animals are singly housed for 
the duration of the infectious period. When animals have tested negative for the infectious 
agent, they may be returned to social housing. 

2) Animals participating in vaccine studies using live attenuated virus. Animals are re-paired 
24-48 hrs after vaccination, when no reaction is observed at the injection site. 

3) Animals participating in pharmacokinetic studies which require urine sample over timed 
intervals are housed individually to allow urine to collect in a pan below the cage. Animals 
may return to social housing at the end of sample collection. 

4) Animal behavior being observed for up to 6hrs after drug administration. 

5) Animals identified as fecal donors will be singly housed to maintain pathogen status. 

The single housing provided maintains visual, auditory, and olfactory contact with conspecifics, 
manipulanda, and food enrichment, as appropriate. 

Species and number of animals affected by this exception: 12 Capuchin Monkeys, 106 
Cynomolgus Monkeys, 181 African Green Monkeys, and 273 Rhesus Monkeys. 
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The ISG lACUC has approved the following exceptions. 

AWA 2.31 (d)(ix). Aseptic technique is not utilized where field conditions are meant 
to be conducive to training. 

For this exception 148 swine were effected.
